Mrs. Gait is the widow of h well- 
known business man of Washington, 
who died tight years ago. leaving a 
jewelry business that still bears his 
name. She has lived in Washington 
since her marriage in 1896. She is 
about thirty -eight years old, and was 
Miss Edith Boiling, born in Wythe- 
ville, Va., where her girlhood was 
spent and where her father, William 
H. Boiling, was a p-ominent law 1 1 i 

For many weeks Mrs. Gait and her 
relatives have been frequent guests 
at the White House. Often she has 
accompanied the President on motor 
rides. She is not quite as tall as Mr. 
Wilson, has dark hair and dark eyes. 
Friends regard her as an unusual 
beauty Her tastes are sai l to be 
strikingly similar to those of the 
President. She is interested in lit- 
erature and charity work. 

Fr ends of the President expressed 
their pleasure over the announcement 
not only becau-e of Mr. Wilson's 
personal happiness, but because they 
felt this new companionship would 
give him mpport and comfort in his 
home life— a vital need during the 
hours of strain over the nation's 
problems. With the maniage of his 
daughters aod the death of Mis. 
Wilson more than a year ago, the 
President's life had become one of 
solitude.

Two weeks ago he re 
ceived a stick of dynamite, some car 
tridges and matches, with a note 
warning him to leave the country. 

He failed to comply until Monday 
afternoon of this week and the fa 
ther of Cathron moved into the 
house late Tuesday afternoon. The 
visit of the "regulators" was made 
that ni.-ht with the result that the 
wrong parties suffered the conse 
quences. The bloodhounds trailed 
the parties a short distance from 
where the crime was committed 
Horse tracks showed that several 
were in the crowd. 

JUDGE DENOUNCES ACT. 
Circuit court is in session now and 
Judge Gordon the first thing next 
morning summoned the grand jury 
before him and issued the strongest 
instructions ever heard in the court 
room. He asked the jurors to lay 
aside everything they had been in- 
vestigating, to neglect every matter 
that had been before them and to 
take up this latest outrage against 
humanity in Hopkins county. 

"There are not enough night rid- 
ers or possum hunters this side of 
hell to prevent this court adminis- 
tering justice if you will only indict 
the guilty parties and bring them be- 
fore me." declared Judge Gordon. 

He stated that he wanted the jur- 
ors to exhaust every means to reach 
the criminals, anJ if necessary, the 
state militia would be appealed to, 
arid if they could not stop la*lesi- 
ness, such as the crime commit'ed, 
he would "lead a righteous mob" 
and suppress tnese^crimes. 

The negroes killed were employed 
at one of the coal companies at Not 
tonville and are said to have been 
peaceab'e citizens. The cabin was 
almost in the heart of the little vil- 
lage and the explosion that wrecked 
the building was heard for several 
miles. 

It is believed that evidence was se- 
cured Wednesday that will probab'y 
lead to indictments being returned 
by the present g'and jury.

GERMANS INVADE SERBIA. 



Greece Sympathizes With Allies 
But Hoped-for Help Is Not 
Yet 



Washington, Oct. 8.— Recognition 
of the Carranza government in Mex- 
ico, it was learned in official circle*, 
is likely to be accorded by "he United 
States within the next few weeks. 

Data submitted by the revolut'on- 
ary factions is being considered now 
and next Saturday another confer- 
ence of the Pan-American diplomats 
presided over by Secretary Lansing i 
will be held. It generally is believed 
that the intention of the United 
States with respect to recognition 
will be communicated by diplomats 
here to their government so that ac- 
tion may be taken by other nations; 
at the same time. 

Although it is possible that the 
discussion may not be terminated at 
Saturday's meeting and another may 
be held next week, the general be- 
lief ia that some announcement 
eventually will be made by the con- 
ference statmg which faction should 
be recognized. 

Some diplormts are said to believe 
that no faction ha* met the stand- 
ard of "material and moral capaci- 
ty" set for an established govern- 
ment and advise a continuance of 
the policy of waiting. Officials of 
the Washington government, how- 
ever, are understood to believe that 
such a course would add only to the 
chaos in Mexico.

London, Oct. 8 —The long threat- 
ened Austro-German offensive in the 
Balkans, with added menace to Bul- 
garia, has begun in earnest. Almost 

simultaneously with the rupture of 
diplomatic relations between Sofia 
and the entente, an Austro German 
army estimated at 400,000 men. with 
an enormous weight of heavy artill- 
ery, started to attack Serbia from 
north and west, and, according to 
Berlin, crossed the Drina, Danube 
and Save rivers at many points and 
firmly established itself on the Ser- 
bian side. 

Tne Anglo French troops, which 
were landed at Saloniki with the 
tacit consent of the Greek govern- 
ment, are being hurried northward 
to assist Serbia, an.i, if possible to 
keep the Bulgarians from capturing 
the Saloniki-Nish railway, th* only 
source by which the Serbians ran be 
fed with munitions of war. 

The hoped for support from Geece 
has not been forthcoming, King Con- 
stantine by the dismissal of Premier 
Venizelos, having shown that, while 
hii country sympathizes with the 
cause of the allies, he is not pre- 
pared to go against the central pow- 
ers or to fulfill the obligations of the 
Greco-Serbian treaty of alliance, 
which provides that one ally must go 
to the assistance of the other in case 
of attach. 

NEW GREEK CABINET. 
The new Greek cabinet of mixed 
sympathiei has been appointed, and 
the expectation now is that unless 
public opinion forces the hand of the 
government and insists on action on 
the side of the allies, Greece will re- 
main neutral. It is hardly conceiv- 
able to the entente diplomats that 
Gre-ce will go over to the central 
powers, for, thev point out, Bulgaria 
is known to covet Greek territory, 
and the treatment ai Greek nation- 
als in Turkey, makes it virtually im- 
possible for her to become the ally 
of that country. 

As in Greece, public opinion in 
Bulgaria is not entirely unanimous 
in support of King Ferdinand, and 
reports indicate that the Bulgarian 
is being carried out

The program of the Germanic em- 
pire apparently includes t*ie consoli- 
dation of their field operations with 
their Turkish allies by sweeping clear 
a path from Berlin and Vienna to 
Constantinople.

HIRE WOMEN AS CONDUCTORS 



Between 2,500 and 3,000 Now Em- 
ployed on Trolley Cars of Berlin- 
Take Place of 



The art of "conducting" a street car 
through the crowded thoroughfares of 
Herlln is being taught to women In five 
"schools for conductresses," which 
graduate each week a total of between 
300 and 400 female conductors to take 
the place of men gone to the war. 

Not since the earliest days of the 
electric car In Berlin have candidates 
for the positions on the back platform 
proved bo apt as the women, who once 
were considered unfit for such mascu< 
line work. Between 2,500 and 3,000 
women are now employed as conduc 
tors, and Incidentally everyone who 
has applied passed the preliminary ex 
amlnatlon. A large percentage, how- 
ever, have been unable to stand the 
strain and have had to seek other 
work.

Northeast of Lake St. John- 
Approach by Big Pcrlbonka. 

The region northeast of Lake St. 
John la off at ono side where nobody 
thtnlts of going e-eept a few trappers. 
The mining and timber hare not 
seemed rich enough to draw the white" 
man. 

The main avenue o' approarh Is the 
nig Perlbonka. the largest of the Lake 
St. John riven The real wllderneas 
begin* in the neighborhood of Lake 
Tchotogoma fin mllea up the river. 
Beyond that hi retches a vast region, 
aa fresh and wild, as natural and 
primitive aa anything discovered by 
rolumbus and with fewer human ten- 
ants. In the last fifty mllea of its 
course the nig Perlbonka comes down 
from its high plateau roaring through 
defiles of ragged rork and making 
necessary ten or more portages, ser- 
eral of them In the pprpendlcular 
style of architecture. Of late years 
a rude wagon road has been extended 
through the burnt-over country be- 
tween the village of Mistook, near 
Lake St. John and the Shute McLeod, 
the last but one of these Perlbonka 
falls. The necessity of climbing up 
a ateep river haa thus been largely 
eliminated. Lake Tchotogoma may 
be reached from the other direction 
where the means of access have also 
been improved; and one coming up 
from Quebec by the Saguenay boat 
should go in from that quarter and 
come out by the new route down the 
Perlbonka 

The outat is carried from Chi- 
countlml, at the head of steamboat 
navigation, up to the foot of rough 
water in the river, a distance of seven 
miles. Then comes a wagon Journey 
of 22 miles northerly to the Lac der 
lies— Outing.

Birthmarks Removed by Radium. 
Radium has been used successfully 
during the past year at the Radium In- 
stitution in London for the eradication 
of birthmarks. In a report recently 
Issued, It Is asserted that blemishes of 
this kind have been removed readily 
and without leaving any noticeable 
trace of the disfigurement following 
the treatment. Superficial growths 
of other characters such as warts, 
which had resisted treatment by acids, 
have also been removed. In all, 749 
cases of different kinds I'ave 
treated at the institution.

A lock that can be locked from one 
side without a key by the simple turn 
of the dour handle, and that when bo 
locked cannot be opened from the 
other side of the door was patented 
recently by Anders Custaf Anderson 
of New York. This lock Is Intended 
for use on the doors of such apart- 
ments as bathrooms, private oillces 
or doctors' consulting rooms. In which 
the certainty of absolute privacy is 
desired without tho use of a key. 

The bar on which the handles are 
turned turns a bar that presses 
against the two arms of the bolt, 
thereby drawing this back with the 
tongue which fastens the door. A 
tumbler falls Into place when the han- 
dle on the Inside of the door is turned. 
When it has fallen the door is locked 
so far as the outside handle Is con- 
cerned, for the latter handle cannot 
move the tumbler and this Is In such 
position that the bolt cannot move 
back until the tumbler has been turned

Detroit, Oct. 8 -That America 
will soon own bodily the entire auto- 
mobile trade of Great Britain and 
such parts of continental Ejrope as 
are open to commerce is the confi- 
dent declaration of Ernest A. De 
Lorenzi, of the Maxwell Motor Co., 
of London, England, who has been 
for several days in conference with 
American officials of the parent 
company. 

Mr. De Lorenzi believes that the 
Maxwell company should expand the 
scope of Its export campaign, even 
to a greater extent than the normal 
rate of increase provided for in the 
allotment of cars in the season's 
schedule. 

"European factories are producing 
virtually no passenger carrying cars 
at all for private consumption." says 
Mr. De Lorenzi. "Most of them 
are working solely on government 
contracts, building cars adapted for 
war purposes with various types of 
body. Some of them are changing 
their entire plants over to the pro- 
duction of aeroplanes. Touring care 
of British make are produced only 
in such a limit way as to create no 
impression whatever on the market. 

"British makers are still further 
handicapped by the fact that, unless 
they are working on government 
contracts, they have only the lame, 
the halt and the blind among- the ne> 
tion's workmen. The pick of all the 
British mechanics are all either at 
the front or at work on government 
enterprises. 

"To still further increase the han- 
dicap of the British makers, the 
price of skilled labor has increased 
nearly 100 per cent— a condition that 
wou'd bar the door to the production 
of any car at a profit."

Vitrified brick roads, according to 
the road specialists of the department 
of agriculture, possess three distinct 
advantages First, they are durable 
under all traffic conditions; second, 
they afford easy traction and mod- 
erately good foothold for horses; and 
third, they are easy to maintain and 
keep clean. On Uie other hand, they 
are unquestionably expensive to con- 
struct and the effort to reduce the 
high first cost frequently result* lu 

lefects. 

The cost of a brick pavement de- 
pends so much upon so many variable 
factors such as the locality, freight 
rates and the distance from brick 
kiln that It is not possible to make 
any definite estimates. The coat of 
the rough grading, however, should 
be considered entirely apart from the 
cost of the pavement, tor the grading 
would have to be done no matter what 
kind of a road was to be built Ex- 
cluding this Item, the bulletin already 
mentioned (No. 246) furnishes the fol- 
lowing formula as a rough guide for 
the probable expense of a brick road 
with a six-inch concrete foundation 
and suitable grades: Cost per square 
yard equal* 1.90-L, plus .213-C. plus 
.138-3, plua I..,. a. plua .040-B. 

In this fomula C equal* cost of 
cement per barrel, S equals cost of 
sand per cubic yard, A equals cost of 
coarse aggregate per cubic yard, B 
equals cost of paving brick per 1,000, 
and L equals cost of labor per hour. 
Thus, If labor costs 25 cents an hour, 
the labor cost per square yard of 
pavement will be 1.90 times 25 cents, 
ar 47.50 cents. TJ»e cost of the cement 
per square yard will be .213 times the 
price of a barrel and so on with the 
other items. It ts assumed in this 
formula that all materials are deliv- 
ered on the work. About 10 per cent 
should be allowed for wear on tools 
and machinery, and for eiery inch sub- 
tracted or added to the thickness of 
the foundation there will be a corro- 



land. Firmness Is secured. If the road 
has been properly drained, by making 
certain that the roadbed is thoroughly 
compact. The subgrade must be re- 
peatedly rolled and reshaped until the 
desired grade ts secured. 

Strong, desirable curbing Is neces- 
sary for all brick pavements In order 
to prevent the marginal brick from be- 
coming displaced, which event would 
result In deterioration, Anally spread- 
ing over the entire pavement. 

One of the most essential factors of 
a brick pavement is a firm foundation 
upon which to lay the brick. The Im- 
portance of this ia evident when one 
considers that the ability of pav/ement 
to resist wear depends upon the 
smoothness of the pavement and a 
firm foundation. If the foundation is 
poor one of the bricks may be easily 
forced down, causing unevenness in 
the surface. Where the traffic Is com- 
paratively light and the subgaade 
composed of material that does not 
readily absorb water, broken stone 
may make a satisfactory base. For 
heavier traffic or where the material 
composing the subgrade Is at all un- 
stable a concrete base ts necessary. 
The stone base should be constructed 
muob as In the case of first-class 
macadam roads. Concrete bases may 
be constructed of concrete composed 
of 1 part Portland cement, 3 parts of 
sand and from' 5 to 7 parts of broken 
stone or screened gravel. Above the 
concrete base a sand cushion to cor- 
rect slight Irregularities and to secure 
an even surface for the brick ia most 
desirable. Thfh cushion is usually 
two Inches thick, though in some 
cases it may be only H4. It ia impor- 
tant to have the sand clean and dry. 

After the brick has been laid upon 
this cushion and the pavement gone 
over carefully to remedy all defects 
and remove all imperfect material, it 
should be rolled with a heavy power 
roller, gone over carefully once more, 
and the Joints then filled with some 
material to prevent the brick edges 



Enterprising and Unscrupulous 
Rovers Took Toll of Coai 
and Plate Ships.

Bottle Stopper for Travelers. 
What appears to be one of the beat 
devices for stopping bottles for travel- 
ers' use is made in Paris and consist* 
of a *olld rubber cork having a pro- 
longation at the top in the shape of a 
rubber tube portion of about the same 
length as the cork Itself, and of slight- 
ly larger diameter, so aa to come near 

j the size of the bottle flange. 

Fitting In the atopper. the flexible 
upper or projecting part Is then 
turned down all around, so as to fit

The Amendment. 

"The General Assembly shall pro- 
vide by law an annual tax. which, with 
other resources, shall be sufficient to 
derray the estimated expenses of the 
Commonwealth for each fiscal year. 
Taxes shall be levied and collected 
tor public purposes onlv and shall be 
uniform upon all property of the same 
class subject to taxation within the 
territorial limits of the authority levy- 
ing the tax; and all taxes shall be 
levied and collected by general laws. 

"The General Assembly shall have 
pow. r to divide property Into classes 
and tn determine what class or classes 
of property shall be subject to local 
taxation. Ronds of the State and of 
Counties, municipalities, taxing and 
school districts shall not be subject to 
taxation. 

"Any law passed or enacted by the 
General Assembly pursuant to the pro- 
visions of or under this amendment 
or amended section of the constitu- 
tion, classifying property and provid- 
ing a lower rnte of taxation on per- 
sonal property, tangible or Intangible, 
than that upon real estate, shall be 
subject to the referendum power of 
the people."

I'M ' but was pronounced invalid by 

I the Court of Appeals because It bad 
been advertised only sixty, instead ot 
ninety, days as the Constitution pro- 
vides 

It has been advertised in legal form 
and in* time for this year's election 
and should receive a larger majority 
than before, as Tax paying voters have 
hart time to study the question and 
discover the faults in the present Tax 
Law

For Silo Beginners. 

If you haven't a mIo. plan for one. 
The real silo beginner is the man 
who begins to think silo. 

If early frosts catch the corn when 
green, hurry the fronted corn into 
the silo. It's the enly gosd way to 
save immature corn. 

But unless frosted, it should not 
be put in when immature. The ear* 
should be well ripened, but the silo 
filling siould be done before the 
leaves are dry. 

Here are some truths sent out by 
the Minnesota Agricultural College. 

"The silo walls must be air tight. 

^Frey must be smooth inside. 

"The best type of silo is round. 

"The silo should be a substantia) 
building since it has to withstand 
great Drtaiure." 

Ho* much should a bi o cost? De- 
pends cn local ion; but if you get a 
good silo for from $2 to $5 i,er ton of 
capacity you have n >t paid an exces- 
sive price. 

Tne concrete*ilj should bewashesi 
inside with a thin mixture cf cement I— 
put oa like whitewash before filling f 
This protects the cement from the f 
acid of the silage. 

It must be applied as soon ss mQ( 
ad, and mixed fresh every few min- 
utes while the work ia going on —
